the remainder of Gen. Williams Division 
were immediately thrown fonvrad and pos- 
ted upon the right of Gen Crawfords and 
fronting a dense timber where the rebel 
infantry vrers posted. Gen Banks directed 
the operations.] 


Gen Geary's Brigade and the advance of 


it consisted of the oth and 7th ar,d 29th 
Ohio, 2Sth Pa. and Shapps Battery. Tee 
rebels opened a musketry fire on them 
from the sides and in front aided by batter- 
ies. 
The batteries .on the mountain also 


kept up a most terrific fire but the federals 
troops never Jaltered or even winced. 


At 5 1-2 o'clock the battle 
became 


general. 
Artillery replying to artillery 


and infantry to infantry, and desperation 
waa the order of the day. 
The fight con- 


tinued until dark. I have witnessed many 
battles during thia war hut I have teen 
none where the tenr.cious obstinacy of the 
American character was so fully displayed. 
0)ur troops fought with the valor of vetrnns. 
No sooner did a volley of musketry or a 
discharge of artillery mow down the ranks 
of a Regiment than the gaps were closed 
up and a new ,ront presented.

Crawford's Brigade which had 


borne the brunt of the fight threw them- 
ielves almost exhausted on the raoistgrasf. 


Some of the men incautiously made fires 


thus revealing our position to the enemy. 
They commenced shelling us. Their firing 
was generally excellent. 
The shells burst- 


ing among the trains, ambulances and 
horses, soon compelling our soldiers to 
move back toward Culpepper. 


A panic was very nearly occasioned as 


the Regts. took to their heels to get out 
of the range, and, seeing so many retreat- 
ing, others, who had not reached the field, 
also started to run, and soon the roacJs 
were crowded with frightened people, who 
added to the exciting misfortunes, by teil- 
ing wild stories of a repulse, loss and dis- 
comfiture. 


The Provost Guard were thrown across 


the roads and fields, stopping stragglers, 
and suffering only the wounded to pass.— 
The wounded came in on foot in great num- 
bers, and ambulances wero promptly on the 
spot to carry off Ihoss unable to walk.— 
Most of our wounded are wounded in the 
lower limbs. 


About 4 oVock Gen. Pope and staff 


went on the field, and were greeted with 
vociferous cheers. The Gen. rode to the 
extreme front in the thickest of the fight, 
and oame near Setting into a rebel ambus- 
cade, but he discovered his danger in time 
to avoid it. 
We took several rebel prison- 


ers. It is certain the rebel Gen. Winder is 
killed, 
Jackson was wounded slightly in 


the hand. Gen. Saxton is mortally Hound- 
ed. 
The rebel force engaged in the battle 


was from 40,000 to 50,000.
